CULTURE OF LILIES IN POTS 


Use deep pots; a 6-inch pot is the best all- 
round size. Large bulbs should be grown in 8 
inch. Small Lilies such as Concolor, Tenuifolium, 
Elegans, etc. look best if three are grown in a 5 
or 6 inch pot. Fill the bottom of the pot with 
broken cracks and cover with a layer of small 
charcoal. Use a porous compost of fibrous loam 
and sharp sand with one-third part of leaf-mould. 
Place the bulbs half-way down the pot and en- 
velop them in !/>-inch thickness of washed sand. 
Stem-rooting bulbs should have their pots filled 
to l!/, inches from the rim and should be top- 
dressed when the stem-roots start to form, with 
two-thirds spent manure and one-third loam. After 
potting, plunge the pots in ashes or fibre in a 
cold frame and protect from severe frost and 
heavy rain. Bring into the greenhouse when 
growth begins and water regularly to keep the 
soil just moist. 


Candidum (Madonna Lily). This 
Lily likes a good, deep, loamy 
soil, not too dry, and a sunny 
situation where it can be left 
undisturbed for years.
